Chondaehyop of South Korea 


Accepts Invitation to 


Participate in 


Pyongyang Festival 


The Korean Preparatory Committee for the 13th 
World Festival of Youth and Students and the 
Korean Students Committee on December 26 last 
year sent a letter to the “National Council of 
Student Representatives’ (Chondaehyop) of south 
Korea, inviting south Korean youth and students 
to the Pyongyang Festival. 

Upon receiving the letter, Chondaehop decided 
to take part in the 13th World Festival of Youth 
and Students slated for July in Pyongyang and 
asked on January 20 the south Korean Red Cross 
to convey its reply letter to the Korean Students 
Committee. 

But the south Korean Red Cross did not deliver 
the letter to our side without any proper reason till 
ten days after it was entrusted with the letter of 
Chondaehyop. Therefore, on January 31 the 
Korean Students Committee sent a telephone 
message to the south Korean Red Cross to speedily 
deliver the letter. And Chondaehyop requested 
repeatedly the south Korean Red Cross to convey 
its reply letter to the Korean Students Committee. 

The south Korean Red Cross handed this reply 
letter of Chondaehyop over to our side through 
Panmunjom on February 24 after a month. 

The reply letter says: 

We know well the fact that a festival aimed at 
strengthening friendship and unity among world 
youth and students and stirring up the anti-war, 
anti-nuclear peace sentiments will be held in 
Pyongyang this year, and fellow students in the 
north are striving hard to make this function 
successful. 

And we have received with pleasure the letter 
sent by you to invite us youth and students to the 
Festival. We who desire peace and reunification 
more than anything else as we have lived in a 
divided country so long are convinced that the 13th 
World Festival of Youth and Students will be an 


epochal turning point in achieving national re- 
conciliation and unity and national reunification 
and tell you that we accept with pleasure your 
invitation to participate in the Festival. It is only 
too natural that we youth and students in the 
south, brothers and sisters of one and the same 
blood, who should stand in the van for the national 
reunification with you should participate in the 
Pyongyang Festival. Moreover, the banner of 


“‘Anti-Imperialist Solidarity, Peace and 
Friendship” put up by the 13th World Festival is 
cherished demands of the people, youth and stud- 
ents in the south, nay, the 70 million fellow 
countrymen in the north and the south and abroad.

Joint Military 
Maneuver 
Denounced 


Under the auspices of the Central Committee of Mongolian 
Revolutionary Union of Youth, a rally of youth was held in the University 
of Agriculture in Mongolia on February 20 to support the 13th World 
Festival of Youth and Students and denounce the ‘‘Team Spirit’’ joint 
military manoeuver.

The Tower of 
the Juche 


The Tower of the Juche Idea lifts 
its head skyward on the bank of the 
Taedong River, opposite to the 
rostrum of Kim I] Sung Square 
which is lying in the central part of 
Pyongyang. 

It is a monumental stone tower 
erected to memorize for gener- 
ations the exploits of the respected 
leader Comrade Kim II Sung, 
great theoretician who founded the 
Juche idea. 

The tower is 170 metres high 
including 20-metre high torch. The 
basin under torch is 8 metres across 
and the torch plus the basin weighs 
45 tons. 

The torch, which symbolizes 
Juche idea, is made of red glass, 
seemingly flares up at all times with 
the help of a special illuminator so 
that it is seen like a real one at night. 

In front of it is set up 30-metre

The pedestal consists of a wall 
adorned with choice stones of dif- 
ferent colors and patterns sent by 
various countries.
